ORDINANCE 
to confer certain special powers upon officers of the urmed forces in oertuin 

disturbed areas in the United Provinces 
WIFREAS an emergency has arisen which makes it necessnry to confer cer 
tain special powers upon officers of the Armed forces in certain disturbed areas 
of the United Provinces ; 

Now , THEREFOHE , in exercise of the powers conferred hv section 42 of the 
Government of India Act , 1985 ( 20 Geo . 5 , e 2 ), A8 ptert by the Indra ( Pro 
visional Constitution ) Order, 1947, the Governor General is pleased to make 
and promulgnto the following Ordinance : -- 

1 . Short title , extent and commencement. - ( 1 ) This Ordinance may be caller? 
the United Provinces Disturbed Arens (Special Powers of Armed Forres ) Ordli 
nonce , 1947. 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the United Provinces . 
(8 ) It shall come into force at once . 

2 . Spedal powers of officers of military or al forcos . - Any commissioned 
officer , warrant officer or non - comissioned officer of His Majesty s military or 

ir forces may, in any aren in respect of which a proclamation under sub 
bootion ( 1 ) of section 15 of the Police Act , 1861 ( V of 1861) is for the time being 
in force or which is for the time heing hy ny form of words declared hv the 
Provincial Government under any other law to he a disturbed or dungorous 
Area , 

(a ) if in his opinion it is necessary so to do for the maintenance of 
public order , after giving much warning, if any, ns he may consider ever 
sary , fire upon or otherwise 1186 force, even to the causing of death . against 
any person who is acting in contravention of in law or order for the time 
heing in force in the snil ureil prolubiting the assembly of five or more 
persons or the carrying of weapons or of things capable of being used as 
weapons ; 

( h ) norest without warrant 1117 pernon who has committen cognizable 
offenes , or against honi : Prophonahlo suspicion evints that he has committed 
or is about to commit a cognizable offence ; 
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( ) enter und search , without warrant , any premises to muke any such 
ai rest as uſoresaid , or to recovel Huy person believed to be wrongfully 
restrained or continud , or any property reasonably suspected to be stolen 
property, or uniy aims believed to be unlawfully kept , in such promises . 

3 . Protection of person s acting under this Ordinanceir - No prosecution , 
suit or other legal proceeding shall be instituteil , except with the previous 
nanotion of the Central Government, gainst any person in respect of anything 
done or purpos ting to be donc in exercise of the power conforred by section ?
